Bureau concerning the radio since it was listed in an inventory 
of all evidence obtained. The Commission did not assign an 
exhibit number to the radio and no mention of it was made by 
the Commission in its "Report on the Assassination of President 
John ¥. Kennedy.” During our investigation of Oswald, we 
developed no information indicating Oswald used this radio
